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CANNERIES. 


The consumption of canned goods is so extensive and the possibility 
of impure material being used so great that the State Board of apie : 
thought it a fertile field for observation. 

We have an inspector visiting the different canneries: tutiiie notes | 
of conditions, and making regular reports to this office. He also makes 
suggestions for improvements, and a reasonable time will be given 
for the proprietors to conform to these. 

If after that time no serious effort has been made to alter conditions 
some action will be taken, possibly by publishing the reports to the 

world. 
It is enough to say now that many insanitary conditions are found 
which must be improved. 


ANTITOXIN AT COST. x 


The attention of the local boards of health and health officers is 
ealled to the fact that 380 persons died of diphtheria in California in 
1907. Most, if not all, of these could have been saved by an early 
administration of antitoxin ; and it is equally certain that matiy were 
deterred from its use by the expense. 

Fully realizing this the State Board of Health has made arrange- 
ments with the Cutter Laboratory at Berkeley to furnish local boards 
antitoxin for the use of indigents at the following prices:

2.000 ..... “1 25 5,000 Units ........ 
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Pt advantage is taken of this offer many lives can be saved to the 
great advantage of the State. In order to get the antitoxin promptly 
the local board should arrange with the doctors and druggists so’ that 
the former can certify that the patient is an indigent and thé latter 
furnish the antitoxin immediately, charging it back to the Cutter 
Laboratory, which will collect the price from the local board of health 
or board of trustees, as arrangements have been made. Outside of 
incorporated towns county boards of supervisors should authorize the 


expenditure of money to check this terrible disease, and the use of 


antitoxin as a means of cure and prevention is the best procedure 
known. 

The Cutter Laboratory is licensed by the U. S. Government and 
frequently inspected, and the State Health Department has_ also 
inspected it and have no hesitancy in pronouncing it equal to the best. 

We sincerely hope that health officers will see to it that eer. is 


. taken of this offer and the antitoxin freely used. ._

The bacteriological department had a demonstrator with a microscope 
showing the different forms of germ life which are the cause of our 
most fatal diseases and instructing how to avoid them. | uae 

The Board hopes before another year to add materially to the 
exhibit, and finally to get it in such shape as to send it throughout the

DISEASED SQUIRRELS. 


- The following order has been issued by the State Board of Health 
and explains itself: = | 


ORDER FORBIDDING TRANSPORTATION OF GROUND SQUIRRELS. 


It has been determined that ground squirrels in different and widely separated 
portiois of the State of California are infected with bubonic plague, a contagious 
and infectious disease. It has also been determined that said disease has been 
communicated from infected squirrels to human beings, and that there is imminent | 
danger that said disease will be further communicated and spread in that manner. 

It is, therefore, ordered that no ground squirrel, either living or dead, shall be 
shipped, transported or carried, or accepted or taken for shipment, transportation 
or carriage, within the State of California, by any public or private conveyance, 
unless such squirrel] be enclosed in a metal or glass case, air tight, and bearing the 
certificate of a local or State health officer that the same is to be used for scientific 


purposes.

RICHMOND. 


An example of intelligent interest in the welfare of their city is 
shown by the trustees of the City of Richmond, Contra Costa County. 
This city was unfortunate last year in having two cases of plague, and 
although by no means wealthy, the city did good work in eradicating 
and instituted a telling campaign of sanitation and rat killing. Not — 
satisfied with the plea of “‘no human cases,’’ which has been so 
loudly sounded by some of the close neighbors, and seeing plainly that 
there was danger lurking in the rats and insanitary conditions, the 
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trustees by a unanimous vote decided to spend $300 per month for 
the next twelve months. 

Three: hundred dollars per month for a city. of 10,000 would. be 
$6, O00 per month for one ¢ ctihetng 200,000. They evidently saw what 
is so evident to any one at all well posted, that unless the work 1S 
followed up. the money already spent will have been spent largely in 
vain. With one infected rat left there is a certainty of an extensive 
re-infection in the future. We may not have human cases for a year 
or two, but they are almost certain to come. There is no safety except

PLAGUE SQUIRRELS. 


A boy bitten by a ground squirrel in Los Angeles recently davedbeat 
the plague, and a further examinaticn of the squirrels in the neighbor- 
hood proves that they are infected. This shows a more extensive 


‘squirrel infection than we had expected, and adds materially to the 


seriousness of the situation. 

With the disease demonstrated in Contra Costa and Los Angeles’ 
counties. there is no reason to believe it does not exist in others, and 
with the close association and more or less migrating habits of the 
rodents it will certainly spread throughout the State unless active, 
persistent work ke done to prevent it. The situation is too serious to be 
trifled with and the danger too great to be minimized. 

While the danger of human cases ~from squirrels may not be as 
great as from rats, the latter will not long remain uninfected if the 
squirrels in the vicinity have the disease, and it is not difficult to 
‘foresee cases of plague appearing in many different parts of the State. 
Our only safety is in a persistent warfare cn all rodents, and there is 


no county or municipal government in the State, no matter how remote 


or small, but. what has a duty to perform for its constituents in the 


matter. The guarding of the public health is a most sacred duty, and 


the official: who refuses or neglects it is an enemy to the community 
and is ‘unwerthy of trust. The fear of adverse criticism or disagreeable 
notoriety should not be allowed to enter into the question. The disease 
prevails. and denying it will only intensify the danger and make more 
serious the:consequences. Its eradication, while difficult, is not impos- 
sible and can ke accomplished if every one will do his duty, but no 
cheese paring policy will do. It will cost money, and in some places 
lots of it, but we have the satisfaction of knowing that while it is 
primerily a health measure, the expense will be far more than repaid 
by saving the terrible waste which is now accomplished by these, la 
imps of destruction. 

On one side we have inactivity with disease, terrible and sure, ‘oad, 
the fear and dread which outsiders naturally have and. which will 
effectually stop immigration and put a ban upon our products abroad; 
on. the other side, active work under scientifie management free from 
political or jealous bickerings, the eredication of a costly pest and the 
retention of the confidence of the world. Which shall it be?

THE EXHIBIT AT THE STATE FAIR. 

For the first time in its history, the State Hygienic Laboratory pre- 
pared an exhibit for the State Fair held at Sacramento, during the 
week of August 29th to September 6th. The exhibit. was made, | 
together with that sent by the Department of Pure Foods and Drugs, 
as an attempt to show some of the work undertaken by the State Board 
of Health. 

In the effort to show clearly the scope of the work done by this | 
laboratory, and the uses to which it may be put, no amount of time or 
_ thought was spared in its preparation ; and to this end everything that | 
was thought to be of any help in the general understanding of the work | 
was included in making up the exhibit. 

The display of pathological specimens, showing the various tains of 
tuberculosis, was unusually complete and instructive. It included 
several very fine specimens of avian tuberculosis, together with some 
equally good of the bovine and swine varieties. ‘To complete this series, 
the Medical Department of the University of California very kindly 
loaned us some specimens of human tuberculosis. “The mailing cases 
and “‘instructions for taking specimens, ’? ete., that are used by the 
laboratory, were on exhibition, giving some little insight into the proper 
methods of sending, caring for specimens and the necessity of so doing. 

Bacterial vaccines, antitoxins and serums of various kinds were also | 
part of the exhibit; for these we are indebted to the Cutter Laboratory. 

Tuberculin outfits, syringe, tuberculin, thermometers, ‘etc., anthrax 
vaceines and black leg pill injectors, and other things of a like nature, 
were.of great interest to cattlemen and ranch owners and attracted their 
share of attention. 

The most interesting part of the exhibit, however, was the actual 
demonstration, by a member of our dep artment, of the method of 
examining bacteria microscopically. A mall worktable: was fitted up 
with the necessary laboratory supplies, and here the methods of growing | 
bacteria, making the stained preparations, and microscopical examina- 
tions were demonstrated. Several slides of tuberculosis and diphtheria 
were constantly on display and such was the interest in them that 
there was a constant demand to ‘‘see the germ.’”’ | 

Several very interesting bacterial cultures were shown lei also, 
giving a good idea of the habits of growth and general appearance of 
some of the commoner pathogenic organisms, such ‘as typhoid, diph- 


theria, anthrax and plague; and also a number of non-pathogenic 
varieties. 
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The keen interest manifested in the exhibit at the State Fair was 
very gratifying to those who undertook the work, and we feel that 
something has been accomplished in increasing the general knowledge 
of the work done by the laboratory in connection with the diagnosis of 


contagious diseases.

THE PLEA OF IGNORANCE. 


On August 22d seventy-five accusations for violations of the pure 
food law were before the State Board of Health for hearing. A large 
number of these cases involved the use of paraffin in candies. The 
harmful nature of this substance is well established, and its use had 
long been forbidden by the Federal authorities, yet ‘all those cited to 
appear before the Board on this charge solemnly protested their 
ignorance on the subject. _ 

The same excuse has been offered by those who are charged with 
mislabeling of beverages and condiments, as well as those accused of 
adulterating meats. . 

Obviously it is impossible for the department to visit or communicate 
with each manufacturer and give him detailed instructions as to the 
provisions of the law and the determinations of scientists as to the 
harmfulness’ of the various ingredients used by him: The department 
is always glad to furnish information upon application, but the manu- 
facturer. or. dealer. must do something for himself. 

Our laws correspcnd, in all essential respects, with the Federal food 
and drugs laws, and the rulings of the Department of Agriculture will 
be followed here, where not wholly inconsistent with the judgment of 
the State Board of Health. Copies of our acts and regulations, and of | 
such interpretations as have been made, may be obtained by applying i 
to Prof..M. E. Jaffa, Director of the State Laboretory, Berkeley, Cali- 
fornia. Copies of the standards of purity proclaimed, and’ the deci- 
sions rendered, by the Secretary of Agriculture, may be obtained by | 
application to him, at Washington, D. C. 

¢eareful study of the acts, the regulations and the de up 
to this time, will enable any manufacturer to avoid violations of the 
law. if he desires so to do. He may not find a ruling covering just 
exactly the circumstances of his case, but he will find the principles so 
stated that he will have no trouble in selecting a safe course to pursue. 
The, principles on which these laws are based are, that foods must not 
be adulterated, and that labels must speak the truth. If a manufactirer 
has any doubt as to whether an ingredient used is harmful, he’ should | 
ascertain the fact or play safe by leaving it out. Certainly he should 
know whether his labels speak truthfully. If they do not, their use is } 
forbidden. 

Re: to this time the Board has not seen fit, as authorized in the Aste, 
publish the names of manufacturers and dealers who have heen 


found guilty of violating the pure food law. It has been thought best to > 


postpone: such action until it could be said that any one who really 
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eg desired to comply with the law had had ample opportunity to inform | 
ae himself as to its requirements. | 

By af A year and a half having elapsed since the adoption of the pure 
se food law, it is believed that all persons have had sufficient time to 
ea inform themselves and to readjust their labels and their processes of 
ae manufacture so as to comply with the law, and that there is no reason 
| why the provisions of the act should not be fully carried out hereafter:

a aa Extensive investigations have determined that the term ‘*Mocha”’ 
Bi, e may be rightfully applied only to coffee produced in that district of 


southern Arabia, known as ‘‘Yemen.’’ That is, the term is legitimately 
used to indicate the origin of the product. ‘‘ Mocha flavor’’ appearing 
on the label, at once suggests that the contents of the package is 
flavored with Mocha coffee, and if used in connection with a coffee 
that. contains none, is false and misleading. If a combination has been 
made the flavor of which actually resembles the peculiar flavor of 
the Mocha, it may properly be labeled ‘‘Imitation Mocha Flavor.”’ 
The same is true of the use of the words ‘‘style,’’ ‘‘character,’’ 
**brand,’’ ete. 
- There can be no advantage in the use of the term ‘‘Mocha Flavor 
_ Coffee’’ instead of the term ‘‘Imitation Mocha Flavor Coffee,’’ unless 
the effect of the former is to deceive the purchaser, and deception is 
just the thing that the law as to labeling is designed to prevent. | 
- Another evasion suggested is the use of combinations of names, parts 
of names or the initial letters of the names of certain products as,@

LABELING OF APPLE CIDER. 


The term ‘‘cider’’ is properly used as to the name of a beverage 
consisting solely of apple juice. The purchaser of a beverage sold as 
or labeled ‘‘cider,’’ or ‘apple cider,’’ is therefore entitled to believe 
that he is buying the pure article. If foreign substances have been 
added, the fact must be indicated on the label. For example, if cane 
sugar be used, the beverage should be labeled ‘‘ Apple cider with cane 
sugar sweetening,’’ or ‘‘Sweetened with cane sugar’’; or ‘‘ Artificially 


sweetened.’’ If saccharine is used, ‘‘Sweetened with saccharine,’’ or 


‘ Artificially sweetened.’’ If the beverage is carbonated, ‘‘ Apple Cider, 
Carbonated,’’ or ‘‘Carbonated Apple Cider.’’ If it is preserved by 
the use of the permitted quantity of benzoic acid, the words ‘‘ Contains 


1-10 of one per cent, benzoate of soda,’’ or their equivalent, must. 


appear on the label. The use of boric or salicylic acid as a preservative 
is forbidden in all eases. wn 


APPROVAL OF LABELS. 


The acts do not authorize the State Board of Health, or any one 
connected with: that Board in any capacity, to authorize or approve 
the use of any label. The Board, through its officers and Committee on 
Foods and Drugs, will furnish information as to the requirements’ of 
the acts, and will indicate its judgment as to proper interpretations ; 


but the manufacturer or dealer must in every case assume the sole 


responsibility for his labels. 


LABELING OF FLAVORING EXTRACTS. 


Many letters regarding the matter of labeling flavoring extracts have | 


been received at the State Laboratory. The examination of flavoring 


extracts sold in this State will be very shortly undertaken, and in the 
mean time it might not be out of place to reprint the United States 
Food and Inspection Decision No. 47 covering this subject. 


The percentage of alcohol is not required to be stated in the case of extracts 
sold for the preparation of foods only. It is held, however, that extracts which 
are sold or used for any medicinal purpose whatever should have the percentage 
of alcohol stated on the label. 

Numerous inquiries are received regarding the proper designation of products 
made in imitation of flavoring extracts or in imitation of flavors. Such products 
include “Imitation vanilla flavor,’’ which is made from such products as tonka 


extract, doumarin, and vanillin, with or without vanilla extract. They may also 


include numerous preparations made from synthetic fruit ethers intended to imitate 
strawberry, banana, pineapple, etc. Such products should not be so designated as 
to convey the impression that they have any relation to the flavor prepared from 
the fruit. Even when it is not practicable to prepare the flavor directly from the 
fruit, “imitation” is a better term than “artificial.” 
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These imitation products should not be designated. by terms which indicate in 
any way by similarity of name that they are prepared from a natural fruit or from 
a standa flavor. The term “venallos,” for instance, would not be a proper 
descriptive name for a preparation intended to imitate vanilla extract. Such 
products should either be designated by their true names, such as “vanilla and 
vanillin flavor,” “‘vanillin and coumarin flavor,” or by such terms as “imitation 


vanilla flavor” or “vanilla substitute.” 7 
Articles in the preparation of which such substitutes are employed should not 


be labeled as if they 
themselves. For insta

were prepared from standard flavors or from the fruits 
nce, ice cream flavored with imitation strawberry flavor 
ed as “strawberry ice cream.”’ If sold as strawberry ice. 


cream without a label the product would appear to be in violation of Regulation 22.

This standard is also that required by the State law. 
It was stated some months ago that there might possibly be some 
changes made in the standards for condensed or evaporated milk; but 


as no such changes 


have been announced, the standards as declared 


in Cireular 19 are still in force. The Board of Health, therefore, feels 
duty bound to carry out the provisions of the law. In accordance, 
however, with the educational policy of the Board, this notice is issued 
as a word of warning to manufacturers of condensed or evaporated 
milk sold in the State. It is expected in the future that the samples

will conform to required standards of purity as 
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
